Huntiugton Again Belittles th 


"Worthless Set of Ken" Who 


Oppose Him. 


'WASHINGTON, March 7.—Senator Mor 


Kan today resumed questioning C. P 
Huntington in the Pacific railroad in 
<juiry by the senate committee OD Pacific 
railroads. 


The first question was directed toward 


ascertaining whether'the Union Pacific 
road lost money in consequence of a 
diversion of traffic from the Centra] 
PaciGc ta tb*<£outhera-Pacifie. 


Huotington replied that it had not, as 


it waa a fact that more than fifty per 
cent of the transcontinental, busineaa 
over all rail routes waa carried over the 
Central Pacific. He satd this matter 
was arranged by an understanding as to 
rates and the distribution of bueineea 
among all transcontinental lines. He 
aaid thia waa not a pool, but a jnere 
agreement. 


His statement had the effect of divert- 


ing the inquiry Into the system of pool- 
ing and the division bueinesa, but Hunt- 
ingtou professed not to be familiar with 
details. He said such agreeinantH had 
been in effect for twenty-five years, 


Mr. Huntiugton asserted that the 


average local rates in California were as 
low as in any other part of the world, 
notwithstanding tbo expenses of operat- 
ing the roads was proportionately much 
greater, 


Mr. Huntiugton said he never had 


heard that freights intended for pointa 
short of San Francieco had been carried 
on to San Francisco, thus compelling 
shippers to pay the freight back to the 
local 
points. There Lad been com- 


plaints, however, of higher rates for a 
short haul than for a long haul, but this 
was unavoidable when the end of the 
long haul waa at tide water, bringing 
the road into competition with the 
water traffic. He" admitted that when 
the Central Pacific started first there 
was eouie complaint among shippers 
along the line of the road from the east 
that they were compelled to pay rates 
equal to what they would be if their 
goods were shipped to gan Francisco 
X then back, and they demanded if 


i rates should be charged the roads 


Should carry the freight twice. 


Senator Morgan asked if the California 


railroad commission had taken cogniz- 
ance ol this discrimination in favor of 
the long haul, and Mr. Huntington re- 
plied that the commission bad' been 
elected on a pledge to cut rates 26 per 
cent, but the question had been taken 
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there were still some expenses. H 
said lie had always employed muu i 
this work whom he could trust. 
"It u a case," Senator Morgan suid 
of truat and eny uotbing—a case in 


which faith removes mountains." 


At2.45o'clock Mr. Morgan annouucei 


he had concluded his eiamination o 
Mr. Huntington and the committee ad- 
journed untifnext Friday. 


In closing Mr. HuotiQKton presented 


a statement giving in concise form the 
facts which his examination had de- 
veloped in regard to the cost of building 
the road, the resources upon which the 
work was done atd the difficulties it wae 
necessary to overcome. r 


"We have," he said, "done all thie 


work and wn have always paid oar bills, 
and we should continue to do BO." 


Concluding he said: "It does neem 


hard that nearly thirty years after the 
work has been completed, the repre- 
entatives of this great nation of some 
0,000,00;) should be asking the buildofs 
f these roads to answer charges made 
y probably as worthless a set of men 
s ever undertook to block the wheels

NEW COMPANY'S BID ACCEPrEl) 


Meeting of City Trustees-Contractor 


Otoodfellow's Laborers-Sewer 


Flushing-. 


The city trustees will award tbe con- 


tract for the street lighting to the San 
Joaouin Electric Company. The light* 
are to burn every night from dusk to 
daylight, regardless of moonlight. 


This decision was arrived at yesterday 


when the board met as a committee to 
consider the matter. The contract will 
'}& awarded formally at the next regular 
meeting. The contract Ja to take effect 
on April 15th and to run for one year. 
It waa decided to increase the number 
of arc lights from forty-three to fifty im- 
mediately when the new contract takea 
effect. 


The coat of the new Halite will be $6.45 


each a month, or $3.55 less per lamp 
than the city has been paying on the 1 
o clock schedule. 
The truateea were 


unanimous in .regard to the proposition 
°! burning the lights all night and every 
night. There would be a saving of only 
11.60 a lamp to run them on the moon- 
light schedule till 1 o'clock; only 50 
cents a lamp to burn all night on the 
moonlight schedule. 


The new lamps will be of 2000-candle 


power while the present onea aro only 
1200. A good, steady light ia promised, 
ihe board took no action in regard to 


incandescent lights. The new company 
will aet a number of them up to show 
the board their merits. If the board 
thinka that the money can be expended 
to bettor advantage iu arc Huhta it will 
do so. The incandescent liglits will cost 
11.25 each per month. 


The informal meeting was held with 


closed doors in the ollice of the street 
superintendent and was in session three 
hours. It did not tako long to dispose 
of the light question, buttwo other mat- 
ters occupied tho'tnoat of the time. One 
was the payment of Contractor Goodfel- 
low'a laborers and the other the flush- 
ing of the sewers. 


It was decided to refer the Goodlellow 


matter to City Attorney Moultrie with 
instructions to take steps to effect a set- 
tlement in the best Intereata of all con- 
cerned. A committee of the board baa 
eiamUed the notices of clafma filed by 
the laborers. Tho city attorney will 
confer with the laborers7 attorneys, and 
the trustees desire an amicable settle- 
ment made.

In order to allay any unnecessary alarm 
on this account, a lew facta concerning 
electricity in general and these wires in 
particular may be given. 


From 1500 to 2000 volts are usually 


considered Bumcient to kill a human be- 
ing when fairly sent through the body. 
The most powerful voltage carried by 
any circuit of the new company In this 
city, except the main line from tho river 
to Fresno, IB only 200 volts; that if the 
line from the •ubatatfon to Forteoua' 
shop. If a person should receive all of 
that voltage no hnrmful reaulti would 
follow, but in order to get It all, he 
would have to be in contact with three 
wires at the same time, which would he

The high voltage wires in tho city 
are insulated. 


As a matter of fact insulation does but 


little good in tula climate. Tho beat of 
one an miner will rot It if exposed to the 
sunlight. An electric light circuit in 
thia city, nearly twice aa huh in voltapc 
as any ol the new Hnee, has been in 
operation eeveral years without any in- 
sulation and no trouble has ever oc- 
curred. Wires inside of buildinge are 
inpulatcvl. 
The district in which tho company 


ia stringing theae low voltage wires ia 
bounded by Inyo, 1?, Calaveras and H 
streets; and a similar but smaller dis- 
trict in Chinatown. There is a wire 
about sixty feet long in the city which 
will carry a thousand volta; bub that 
will not interfere witl) tho public aa it 
only runa from tho substation to tho 
flour mill, a few yards apart. It ia al- 
ways wise to let electric wires alone, but 
ii a peraon falls accidentally against the 
low tension wires being put up in this 
city he need not become unduly alarmed, 
A little electric battery formed by two 
pounds of alkali,zinc, sulphuric acid and 
bicromate of potash will shock more 
than the electric current that lights tbe 
city.
